Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Rule 102 of the Defence 
of India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereby orders that no merchant 
ships of any foreign country shall leave any place or part in India at which it 
may be, except with the permission granted by the Detaining Officers as Hated 
in the Schedule below:-—
